It’s accused of failing to 
inspect and test the piping 
system, which OSHA says 
was corroded and failing to 
correct previous problems. 

The company has 15 
days to comply or contest 
the findings.

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Teen found 
not criminally 
responsible 
for murder

crime An 18-year-old male 
has been found not crimi¬ 
nally responsible for the 
murder of a Middle 
Saclcville woman earlier 
this year due to a mental 
disorder. 

The teen, who was 17 at 
the time and whose identi¬ 
ty is protected under the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act, 
was picked up by police 
walking naked down 
Saclcville Drive on the 
afternoon of Feb. 5 after of¬ 
ficers discovered Joy Ann 
Wright’s body inside a 
home on Hewer Crescent 
in Middle Saclcville. 

The male was then 
charged with second- 
degree murder in Wright’s 
death. Yesterday, he was 
deemed unfit to stand trial 
by Judge Pam Williams at 
Halifax youth court. 

Dr. Aileen Brunet, a psy¬ 
chiatrist at the IWK Health 
Centre, reportedly testified 
the teen suffered from psy¬ 
chosis at the time of the 
killing. 

The teen, who is also 
from Middle Saclcville, will 
now meet with the Nova 
Scotia Criminal Code 
Review Board within the 
next 45 days to decide 
where he goes from here. 
The review board is 
responsible for performing 
ongoing mental health as¬ 
sessments on people who 
have been found to be not 
criminally responsible due 
to mental illness. 

Until then, the boy will 
continue to be held at the 
IWK Health Centre, where 
he has been in custody 
since his arrest.

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$17M in hidden cocaine seized

Customs officials seized 
343 kilograms of cocaine 
hidden in hundreds of 
fake ceramic tiles at the 
Port of Halifax, it was an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

The cocaine, worth an 
estimated $17 million on 
the street, was said to be 
tucked into dummy tiles 
mixed with legitimate tiles 
in a 20-foot marine con¬ 
tainer on a ship originat¬ 
ing in Venezuela. 

The container held 647 
boxes of tiles, 76 of which 
contained cocaine. Offi¬ 
cials said each fabricated 
tile contained two 250- 
gram black plastic bags 
sealed inside. 

Officials made the 
seizure on Nov. 9, but an¬ 
nounced it after the arrest 
of Michel Safar, 47, in 
Montreal yesterday morn¬ 
ing. 

Safar faces charges of 
possession of cocaine for 
the purposes of trafficking 
and the investigation con¬ 
tinues, RCMP Staff Sgt. 
Alan Harding said. 

“At this point we do not 


believe there are any local 
connections to this case,” 
Harding said. 

Officers wouldn’t say 
what triggered their 
search, but suspicions led 
them to run the tiles 
through X-ray machines. 


“I wouldn’t suggest it 
was out of the blue. We 
targeted (the ship),” said 
Andrew LeFrank of the 
Canadian Borders Security 
Agency. 

The drugs were un¬ 
loaded in Halifax with po¬ 


lice saying they were to 
have been taken by truck 
or train to Montreal. 

“I’d say this is a pretty 
significant concealment 
method,” said LeFrank. “It

Police said there was no 
indication the ship or oth¬ 
er transport companies 
were aware of the hidden 
cargo. 

Harding said a kilogram 
of cocaine sells for about 
$50,000 in Halifax. “It’s 
certainly on the higher 
end of cocaine seizures,” 
he said. 

Safar will appear in 
court today to face charges 
of possession and traffick¬ 
ing.

plea in Dartmouth on

deceased person in a third- 
floor apartment. 

When police arrived, 
they found 47-year-old 
Grant William Kidston 
dead in his two bedroom 
apartment. 

After an investigation by 
the HRP's major crime 
unit, the death was ruled a 
homicide on Monday after¬ 
noon. 

Few other details have 
been released about Kid¬ 
ston’s death, including the 
cause. 

Palmeter did say the vic¬ 
tim wasn’t known to po¬ 
lice. 

He also believed Kidston 
wasn’t from the area. 

“We’re examining all 
possibilities at this time 
and we’ll continue to keep 
an open mind until such 
time as we are able to lay a 
charge in the matter,” Pal¬ 
meter said.

About 50 people gathered 
under grey skies outside 
of Province House in Hali¬ 
fax yesterday to draw at¬ 
tention to Hunger Aware¬ 
ness Day. 

They joined “hunger line¬ 
ups” in Bridgewater, 
Amherst, Sydney and 
across Canada to push the 
anti-poverty agenda. 

Dianne Swinemar, execu¬ 
tive director of Feed Nova 
Scotia, said the demonstra¬ 
tion was not about getting 
cans on shelves so much as 
getting the issues into peo¬ 
ple’s minds. “Today’s mes¬ 
sage is to recognize that 
people anywhere from in¬ 
fancy to senior citizens are 
using food banks and when 
we hear their stories they 
are compelling, they are 
very sad, they are very dev¬ 
astating,” she said. 

“While we’re doing all 
we can to keep food mov¬ 
ing out into the communi¬ 
ty, the reality is there needs 


to be a change in the social- 
assistance program, a 
change in the way we all re¬ 
spond to hunger and pover¬ 
ty issues.” 

She hoped the hunger 
lineups would inspire more 
people to “be a voice for 
that change.”

Lahey denies claims

Former bishop files statement in civil lawsuit 


A Roman Catholic bishop 
facing child pornography 
charges in Ontario says he 
never sexually abused a 
boy who lived at Mount 
Cashel orphanage in St. 
John’s, N.L. 

Raymond Lahey denies 
all claims of sexual 
assault made in a 
civil lawsuit filed in 
April by Todd 
Boland. 

The former Mount 
Cashel resident has 
accused Lahey in 
court documents of Lahey 
simulated anal inter¬ 
course, sexual rubbing and 
fondling. 

None of the allegations 
has been proven in court, 
and no related criminal 
charges have been filed. 

In a three-page statement 
of defence filed yesterday in 
the Supreme Court of New¬ 



foundland and Labrador, La¬ 
hey specifically denies “any 
act of fondling, frottage 
(sexual rubbing) and simu¬ 
lated anal intercourse.” 

The bishop also “denies 
that he took action, en¬ 
gaged in activities or did 
anything improper 
in relation to 
(Boland).” 

He says he knew 
Boland between 
1982 and 1985 while 
working as a pastoral 
priest at the orphan¬ 
age, but denies ever 
abusing the boy or 
taking him on trips. 

The bishop resigned as 
head of the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Antigonish after 
he was charged in Septem¬ 
ber with possessing and im¬ 
porting child pornography. 
Lahey was arrested after

Lahey and the Catholic 
Archdiocese of St. John’s 
are named as defendants 
in the lawsuit seeking 
damages for pain and men¬ 
tal suffering.

civil investigations into the 
nation’s worst oil spill, and 
BP lost billions in market 
value when shares dropped 
in the first trading day since 
the company failed yet 
again to plug the gusher. 

Investors presumably re¬ 
alized the best chance to 
stop the leak was months 
away and there was no end 
in sight to the cleanup. As 
BP settled in for the long 
term, Holder announced 
the criminal probe, 
though he would 
not specify the 
companies or 
individuals that 
might be target¬ 
ed. “We will 
closely examine 
the actions of those in¬ 
volved in the spill. If we 
find evidence of illegal be¬ 
haviour, we will be ex¬ 
tremely forceful in our re¬ 


sponse,” Holder said in New 
Orleans. 

BP’s hope to stanch the 
leak lies with two relief 
wells that won’t be finished 
until at least August. The 
company is, however, dy¬ 
ing another risky tempo¬ 
raiy fix to contain the oil 
and siphon it to the surface 
by sawing through the leak¬ 
ing pipe and putting a cap 
over the spill. 

The cleanup, relief wells 
and temporaiy fixes were 
being watched closely by 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s administration.

Hollywood star 
James Dean’s 
favourite quote, 
and sure enough, 
it became a self-fulfilling 


prophecy Sept. 30, 1955, 
when he died in a head-on 
crash while driving a snap¬ 
py little Porsche. 

Then there’s Dennis 
Hopper. 

Hopper admired James 
Dean, who taught him 
how to act: “Don’t act as if 
you’re smoking the ciga¬ 
rette, just smoke the ciga¬ 
rette.” 

Like his hero, Dennis 
Hopper was also in Rebel 
Without A Cause and Gi¬ 
ant, and went on to star as 
the icon of a later genera¬ 
tion, Billy in Easy Rider. 

And he starred in some 


of the most powerful 
movies ever made, includ¬ 
ing Apocalypse Now and 
Blue Velvet. 

But if James Dean haunt¬ 
ed the nightmares of a 
generation who could not 
find their way after the 
Second World War, Hop¬ 
per remains the bad dream 
of the baby boom. 

When he died Saturday, 
he was the ghost of Wood- 
stock Nation, wasted by 
cancer, a grim sacrifice to 
sex, drugs and rock ’n’ roll. 

This is a guy who started 
his career hanging out 
with Elvis and, 55 years 


later, Jack Nicholson 
joined him to celebrate 
earning his star (finally) on 
Hollywood’s Walk of 
Fame. 

And in the middle he 
had a 15-year blackout. At 
one point, he drank half a 
gallon of rum, followed by 
a fifth of rum, chased with 
28 beers, three grams of 
cocaine, not to mention a 
bushel of bud — every day. 

He was married five 
times. In 1970, Michelle 
Phillips, one of The Mamas 
& The Papas, was his wife 
for eight days. 

Dennis Hopper is what 


happens to Peter Pan 
when he needs to grow up 
and can’t. It took him so 
long that by the time he 
was finished, he was really 
finished. There was noth¬ 
ing pretty about the final 
act. At the end, he weighed 
45 kilos and was in the 
middle of a nasty divorce 
with wife No. 5. 

Dennis Hopper is why 
your mom and dad drag 
themselves onto the tread¬ 
mill like superannuated 
hamsters and eat lettuce 
and tofu instead of steak 
and fries. When you look 
into the mirror and see 


Dennis Hopper looking 
back at you, how scary is 
that? 

So let’s say it’s your 
birthday. You just turned 
29. And you’re feeling old. 
That’s not old. Dennis 
Hopper was 74. But that’s 
not even old these days. 
Average life expectancy is 
now 80.7. Chances are 
you’ll outlive Dennis Hop¬ 
per. 

Let’s hope it’s a happier 
ending.

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BoC bumps up 
interest rate 

Canada first to tighten monetary policy 


Borrowing costs for 
consumers and businesses 
are slated to start rising 
moderately after the Bank 
of Canada moved off its 
ultra-stimulative 
monetary policy 
yesterday, hiking its 
trendsetting interest rate 
a quarter point. 

It was the first time in al¬ 
most three years that the 
central bank actually 
raised the policy rate but it 
will still be regarded as a 
bold and perhaps risky 
move on the part of gover¬ 
nor Mark Carney. 

The move lifts the trend¬ 
setting overnight rate to 
0.5 per cent and puts Cana¬ 
da first among the world’s 
G7 leading economies to 
start tightening monetary 
policy — and it may re¬ 
main out on a limb for 
some time. 

Most analysts don’t ex¬ 
pect any others among the 
big seven to start raising 
interest rates until next 
year at the earliest. 

The initial reaction of 
markets was to take the 
Canadian dollar down al- 


O C Bank of Canada 
• J governor Mark 
Carney raised the overnight 
rate to 0.5 per cent, up from 
0.25 per cent, where it had 
been since April 2009. 


most a cent. It closed at 
94.88 cents US. 

Scotiabank economist 
Derek Holt said the mar¬ 
ket reaction was in line 
with expectations that 
Carney would be more 
“hawkish” in his state¬ 
ment. Instead, the bank 
statement seemed to cast 
doubt whether it would 
continue to raise rates or 
take a pause. 

“Given the considerable 
uncertainty surrounding 
the outlook, any further 
reduction of monetary 
stimulus would have to be 
weighed carefully against 
domestic and global eco¬ 
nomic developments,” the 
bank said. 

Markets had already 
largely priced in a quarter- 
point hike and most ana¬ 
lysts had forecast Carney 


would keep making incre¬ 
mental increases for the 
rest of the year. 

“They can have their 
cake and eat it too by sig¬ 
nalling they are serious 
about reinforcing price 
stability, but they are not 
going to go too far out on a 
limb,” said Holt. 

The decision will likely 
affect financial vehicles 
such as variable rate mort¬ 
gages and lines of credit 
tied to the prime rate. 

But Holt said a quarter- 
point hike is so small that 
it will have little impact on 
borrowing behaviour. 

Canadians can mitigate 
the higher interest rate by 
stretching out amortiza¬ 
tion schedules, or by pay¬ 
ing down less principal, he 
explained. 

The Bank of Canada also 
stressed that real interest 
rates in Canada remain ex¬ 
ceptionally low. 

“This decision still 
leaves considerable mone¬ 
tary stimulus in place,” it 
wrote in an accompanying 
note.

Big Five profits fall Westlet nears 
short of projections u.s. airline 


banks Canada’s five biggest 
banks raked in a collective 
$5.01 billion in profits dur¬ 
ing the second quarter, 
holding steady with results 
from the previous period 
but still missing inflated 
analyst expectations. 

The quarterly tally fell 
short of the $5.09-billion 
profit that the group made 
during the first quarter of 
the year, when growth was 
starting to regain momen¬ 
tum on fewer bad loans 
and some pickup in mort¬ 
gages. 

However, to call the lat¬ 
est quarter a disappoint¬ 
ment would be an over¬ 
statement, suggested John 
Kinsey, portfolio manager 
at Caldwell Securities. 

“The first quarter was so 
good, unexpectedly, that it 
blew by all the earnings 
(forecasts) and that in¬ 
creased the expectations 
for the second quarter,” 
Kinsey said in an interview 
yesterday. 

“Expectations were a lit¬ 
tle bit too high and, on bal¬ 
ance, I think it’s shaping 
up as a pretty good year for 
the banks.” 

Missed expectations 
aside, Canada’s banks actu¬ 
ally showed significant 
gains when stacked to a 
year ago. In the comparable

second quarter of 2009, the 
five biggest banks posted a 
much weaker $ 1.75-billion 
profit, dragged down by 
weak results across the 
board including losses from 
both Royal Bank and CIBC. 

Since then, loan losses 
have abated and the pick¬ 
up in the economy has 
helped drive mortgages 
and other banking divi¬ 
sions, giving the banks a 
more solid foundation for 
future growth. 

Yesterday, Scotiabank 
wrapped up the sec¬ 
ond-quarter earn¬ 
ings reports for 
Canadian banks 
with a record 
profit of nearly 
$1.1 billion.

If you’ve never heard of 
the Kia Magentis, you’re 
not alone. Despite the 
success Kia has enjoyed 
here in recent years, the 
Magentis may be one of 
the most obscure cars in 
the Canadian market. 

I recently spent a week 
with the 2010 Magentis, a 
loaded SX-V6 model, which 
lists for $30,795, and came 
away with the feeling that 
the biggest problem with 
the car is that it just doesn’t 
get noticed. 

It blends in with the 
crowd so much that it gets 
lost in the shuffle not a 
good thing in a mid-size 
segment with so many ex¬ 
cellent automobiles like 
Toyota Camry, Honda Ac¬ 
cord, Chevy Malibu, Ford 
Fusion and, of course, the 
popular Sonata. 

The four-door, five-pas¬ 
senger Magentis starts life 
in LX trim with a five-speed 
manual transmission and a 
175 hp 2.4-litre inline four-

All in all, it’s a pretty im¬ 
pressive entry-level pack¬ 


age. A five-speed automatic 
transmission adds $1,200 
to the price. 

My tester was nicely out¬ 
fitted inside with leather 
seats, aluminum accents 
and more use of chrome 
than in the LX. It was spa¬ 
cious and comfortable, but 
with a bit too much of a 


plastic look for a $30K-plus 
car. 

This is more of a driver’s 
car than the other trim 
lines as it has a sport-tuned 
suspension and steering 
wheel-mounted paddle 
shifters. I’m not sure how 
often drivers would use 
these paddle shifters, but 


it’s a nice touch neverthe¬ 
less. 

The interior appears very 
spacious with generous 
rear seat legroom, certain¬ 
ly on par with others in the 
segment. Trunk room is 
generous and the 60/40 
split rear seats can also be 
folded down to add to the 


cargo capacity. 

The cabin is quiet and 
comfortable at speed and 
although this trim level 
was equipped with the 
sport suspension, the ride 
tends toward the comfort 
side of the ledger, handling 
bumps and potholes with¬ 
out too much jarring.

selector on the left handle¬ 
bar. One brake pedal, by 
your right foot, activates 
all three brakes. Simple as 
pie. 

I’m even warming up to 
the styling, which I initial¬

— not quite as integrated 
as the rider/motorcycle 
oneness.

WHAT OWNERS HATE: Com¬

COMMON ISSUES: Start 
your test-drive by inspect¬ 
ing all interior electronics 
for proper operation- in¬ 
cluding power windows, 
the sunroof and the cli¬ 
mate control fan speed se¬ 
lector. The latter should 
work on all speed settings, 
not just “high.” If that’s 
not the case, a new blower-

HISTORY/DESCRIPTION: 

The Cavalier and Sun¬ 
fire were two me- 
chanically-identical 
GM small sedan or 
coupe models sold 
under the Chevro¬ 
let and Pontiac 
brands, respective¬ 
ly. Sharing the J-Body 
platform, these twins 
were eventually replaced 
by the Chevrolet Cobalt 
and Pontiac G5 Pursuit. 

The Cavalier and Sunfire 
weren’t out to set any 
records for refinement or 
performance, but they’re a 
popular choice where 
price and value are con¬ 
cerned. 

Coupe, convertible or 
sedan models were avail¬ 
able with four-cylinder 
power and automatic or 


manual 
transmissions. 
With relatively 
plentiful selection, 
finding an ideal used can¬ 
didate in your price range 
should be fairly easy. 

Older machines got a 
low-tech 2.2 litre unit with 
115 or 120 horsepower, de¬ 
pending on the year. This 
engine wasn’t fancy or 
fast, but it was decent on 
fuel, simple, reliable, and 
cheap to repair. 

Optional was a 2.4 litre 
four-cylinder engine with 


dual overhead cams. It was 
employed in the sportier 
Cavalier Z24 and Sunfire 
GT models, and created 
155 horsepower. Some 
owners argue that this is 
the “least” reliable engine 
in the model range, 
though it is the most pow¬ 
erful. 

Later in life, the Cavalier 
and Sunfire got a new 2.2 
litre, 140 horsepower 
ECOTEC unit that replaced 
both earlier engines from 
2002 and onwards. 

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: Own- 


motor resistor is likely 
needed. 

Does the car sound like 
it’s got a trunk full of junk 
when driven over bumps? 
If so, worn out strut 
mounts are probably to 
blame. 

Similar sound effects 
from the front end indi¬ 
cate that mechanical at¬ 
tention is needed, too. 

Avoid a model with ex¬ 
tensive body or powertrain 
modifications, and be sure 
to inspect the car fully for 
rust — including beneath 
the vehicle and under the 
carpeting in the trunk and 
footwells. 

Finally, check the condi¬ 
tion and level of all fluids, 
budgeting for a full fluid 
change and tune-up if 
you’re unsure of the vehi¬ 
cle’s service history. 

THE VERDICT: As with any 
used car, maintenance is 
key. If you find a deal on a 
J-Body that’s been well tak¬ 
en care of, you’ll likely 
find it a low-cost and de¬ 
cently reliable ride. Just 
stay on top of the pre¬ 
scribed regular mainte¬ 
nance to keep it that way.

The gauge, which can be

“Through the feedback, 
we made changes to the 
gauge to make it perfect, 
so it won’t be distracting. 
We studied colours that 
weren’t too fatiguing or 
wouldn’t wash out in the 
sun. It was important for 
the information to be very 
clear and concise to the 
driver, so they could 
glance down quick- 
^ ly, see it, and get 
their eyes back 
on the road.” 

Indeed, since 
the leaves ap¬ 
pear in a cluster, 
rather than a 
straight line that 
might encourage the driv¬ 
er to count them, a quick 
glance is sufficient to 
judge how well you’re do¬ 
ing. 

The gauge’s LCD screens 
can be programmed with 
incremental amounts of 
information. Especially 
useful is a gauge that 
shows how close the vehi¬ 
cle is to running solely on 
electricity: the driver can 
run more often on the bat¬ 
tery if he or she knows ex¬ 
actly when to let off on the 
throttle. 

Fuel consumption can al¬ 
so be tracked over a period 
of time.

How to skip the recession: Look stylish and be rich, just like fans want it

Early on in Sex and the 
City 2 , Charlotte, Carrie’s 
stay-at-home-mom-on- 
Park-Avenue friend, is 
making pink-frosted cup¬ 
cakes with her 
daughters. 

One of the girls is also 
finger-painting, and sud¬ 
denly she smacks her 
mom on the rear, leaving 
two bright red handprints 
on a cream-coloured 
Valentino skirt. “Lily!” 
Charlotte screams in fury. 
“This is VINTAGE!” 

Let’s leave aside the 
credulity-straining sight 


of a mother — any moth¬ 
er — making cupcakes 
and supervising finger¬ 
painting in vintage 
Valentino. Much less in 
cream. 

Because the scene is typi¬ 
cal of the film in another 
way. Charlotte, who does¬ 


n’t work, but has a live-in 
nanny, is clearly not suffer¬ 
ing a whit from the reces¬ 
sion that’s hit New York 
since the first film. Neither 
is Carrie or Miranda — nor 
Samantha, unless you can 
blame menopause on the 
recession. 



In fact, the downturn is 
virtually nowhere to be 
seen in Sex and the City 2 
— not in the still crazy-ex- 
pensive fashions worn by 
all four women, the spa¬ 
cious apartments, or the 
wedding that opens the 
movie, featuring swans, a 
chorus in white tie and 
tails, and a wedding cake 
dripping in crystals. 

As Carrie might say, 
“Recession, Schmeces- 
sion!” 

And most fans, if not 
critics, are saying: “Great! 
Because that’s sorta what 
we came for.” 

That’s how Brayden 
LeBlanc sees it. “Listen, 
movies are fantasy,” said 
the marketing student in 
Los Angeles. “This isn’t a 
documentary. I don’t 
WANT to see a recession 
in this movie!” 

Lindy Christopher feels 
the same way. Recently 
laid off from her job at a 
medical centre, she ac¬ 
companied two friends at 
a Thursday afternoon 
showing of the film in 
midtown Manhattan.

“A lot of people that are 
going to watch this movie 
are not as rich as they 
are,” said Williams, 35. 

“It’s kind of a slap in 
the face to them. I also 
don’t like the message 


that as long as you look 
cute, everything’s going 
to fall into place.” 

“I thought, OK, it’s a de¬ 
pression,” explained the 
film’s writer and director, 
Michael Patrick King, to 
the website collider.com. 
“In the Great Depression 
what did people do? And I 
thought extravagance. 
Let’s put them on a big va¬ 
cation.” 

After all, he said, “No¬ 
body wants to see Carrie 
Bradshaw selling apples 
under a bridge. That 
would be just depressing.”

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Happy workers mean 
a healthy bottom line

The days of company 
heads firing scads of entry- 
level employees to save a 
few dimes at the end of 
the day are over. Or at 
least they should be if 
companies with large 
workforces want to attain 
maximum profitability, ac¬ 
cording to Jody Heymann. 

“There are companies 
around the world that have 
recognized the value of en¬ 
try-level employees and are 
making it an enormous 
competitive advantage and 
a central piece of their 
competitive strategy,” said 
Heymann, author of Profit 
at the Bottom of the Lad¬ 
der: Creating Value by In¬ 
vesting in Your Workforce. 

“There are also compa¬ 
nies around the world, the 
majority, who still haven’t 
figured out how to leverage 
the advantages you can get 
from ‘so called’ low-skilled 
workers,” said Heymann 
who is a professor at 
McGill University and co¬ 
authored a study on the 
subject with research assis¬ 
tant Magda Barrera. 

For companies to thrive 
employees at the bottom 
level must be healthy, ade¬ 
quately rested, well trained 
and motivated in their 
work, said Heymann. En- 
tiy-level workers carry vol¬ 
umes of institutional and 
practical knowledge that 
can streamline operations 
in most organizations, she 
said. 

Given incentives like 
profit sharing opportuni¬ 
ties, advancement or re¬ 
wards workers become 
“veiy motivated to use the 
information and knowl¬ 
edge they have about oper¬ 
ations to make the compa¬ 
ny operate more efficient¬ 
ly,” said Heymann.

Discipline must fit crime 




f orlcplace 
misconduct 
may be re¬ 
al. But 
sometimes 
it still leads to a paid vaca¬ 
tion. 

Machine operator Martin 
Jazarevic had a handful of 
problems at his job. Work¬ 
ing at the Oakville, Ont., 
factoiy of automotive parts 
supplier Schaeffler Canada, 
Jazarevic needed to pay at¬ 
tention to detail. Jazarevic 
had to regularly inspect his 
machine and ensure his 
work product met his em¬ 
ployer’s specifications. 

For six years there were 
very few problems. Then, 
however, following the 
death of his wife, Jazare¬ 
vic’s work started to suffer. 
He produced non-conform¬ 
ing parts and was forced to 
participate in a coaching 
session to review his error. 
According to the compa¬ 
ny’s progressive discipline 
policy, Jazarevic first had 
to be warned and then, af¬ 
ter three more infractions 
in any 12 month period, he 
could be dismissed. 

Jazarevic’s errors mount¬ 
ed and his absenteeism 
rose. He continued to re¬ 
ceive disciplinary notices 
and after producing more 
faulty parts, he was con¬ 


fronted by his group leader 
to discuss his ongoing con¬ 
cerns. Jazarevic explained 
that he was having issues 
outside of work so he was 
taken to see the company’s 
nurse who asked him to 
apply for short term dis¬ 
ability and told him to see 
a doctor. That same day, 
Jazarevic was diagnosed 
with depression and alco¬ 
hol dependency. He ap¬ 
plied for disability and was 
supposed to receive pay for 
eight weeks. 

While off work, Jazare¬ 
vic was fired. Schaeffler’s 
management decided that, 
since he had received four 
disciplinary warnings 
within a 12 month period, 
their decision was justi¬ 
fied. Jazarevic disagreed 
and decided to sue. 

In rejecting Schaeffler’s 
defence, Justice Roland 
Haines was not impressed 
with its decision to dismiss 
an employee who had 
been approved for sick 
leave. As well, since Scha¬ 
effler claimed that it sim¬ 
ply was relying on its poli¬ 
cy in dismissing Jazarevic, 
it had to follow all of that 
policy’s terms, which in¬ 
cluded a review of the cir¬ 
cumstances of Jazarevic’s 
situation before finally de¬ 
ciding his fate. 

Canadian employers 
continue to allege cause 
for dismissal based on any 
perceived wrong, but the 
punishment must fit the 
crime.

Just how far-fetched is Get 
Him to the Greek, the new 
movie by Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall director Nicholas 
Stoller, which reprises 
Russell Brand’s rock star 
character from that him? 

In the comedy, which 
opens this Friday, record 
company exec Sergio 
Roma (Sean “P. Did- 
dy” Combs) entrusts 
intern Aaron Green 
(Jonah Hill) with the 
task of getting Eng¬ 
land’s Aldous Snow 
(Brand) to his 10-year an¬ 
niversary concert at the Los 
Angeles Greek Theatre. 

“He is rock music person¬ 
ified,” Green notes, and the 
craziness ensues from your 


basic all-night party antics 
to the ol’ drug balloon up 
the bum trick to clear air¬ 
port security (a.k.a. “candy 
in the jar,” as Roma puts it). 

Many people might think 
the script is over the top, 
but ask anyone in the mu¬ 
sic business and they’ll 
have at least one similar 
story. Toronto’s R.J. Guha 
recalls promoting a concert 
in the mid-’90s by Lee 
Scratch Perry when 
the Jamaican reg¬ 
gae/dub legend re¬ 
fused to perform. 

“He said, ‘The 
hotel’s haunted. 
I’m not staying here 
and I’m not playing.’ We 
had to move him from the 
old Ramada on Jarvis to the 
King Eddy for three times 
the price,” recalls Guha. 
“Then he decided to play 


and even then he was late, 
showed up and blew his 
whistle all night.” 

Record producer David 
Bendeth (Breaking Ben¬ 
jamin, Papa Roach, Hedley), 
a British-born Canadian 
now running his own stu¬ 
dio in New Jersey, says 
“stuff happens” between 2 


a.m. and 6 a.m. — “that’s 
when artists get into trou¬ 
ble.” Knowing this, he 
doesn’t schedule any 
recording sessions before 
noon, and still they “never” 
start on time. “Then we 
have the maid open the 
room and we find 33 beers 
on the floor. That’s hap¬ 


pened like 20 times.” 

Cam Carpenter, who has 
done marketing, artist rela¬ 
tions, publicity, marketing 
and A&R for the majors, re¬ 
calls a misunderstanding 
with an English rock star 
when he didn’t go back- 
stage after a show. He had 
seen him earlier, but was 
later spotted hanging out 
with the opener. After the 
irate singer wailed on the 
label president, Carpenter 
had to rush to Ottawa to 
straighten things out. 

Chances are when Roma 
tells Green in the movie, 
“Your job is to control the 
artist. If he’s too messed up, 
hit him with this adrenalin 
needle,” that no other 
record exec has gone to 
that extreme. But there 
might be someone out 
there with a story like that.

Teen with something extra 

New MTV comedy described as The Wonder Years meets Boogie Nights

From those to whom 
much is given, much is 
expected. 

That even applies to the 
seemingly shortchanged 15- 
year-old RJ Berger, who 
sizes himself up for the au¬ 
dience as “scrawny and 
weird-looking, awkward 
and pale.” 

The hero of the new MTV 
scripted comedy The Hard 
Times of RJ Berger, he fol¬ 
lows in a rich TV tradition 
of winsome misfit adoles¬ 
cents — kids with smarts, 
creativity and spunk lurk¬ 
ing just beneath the surface 
of their systematic victim- 
hood. 

But RJ comes with a 
bonus tucked away in his 
boxer shorts: He’s extreme¬ 
ly well-endowed. 

Thus does Hard Times 
raise issues that consume 
males from their early ado¬ 
lescence onward: How 
much is big enough? Why 
don’t I have more? Why is 
life so unfair? A show aimed 
at teen and twentysome¬ 
thing guys (plus girls with 
their own interest in the 


subject), Hard Times por¬ 
trays the ultimate wish ful¬ 
filment of its primary audi¬ 
ence, while reminding the 
viewer that no blessing 
comes without a cost. 

Here is a young man 
whose gift (never witnessed 
by viewers, of course, and 
thus enhanced even more 
in the mind’s eye) is plenty 
big enough, and then some. 

And yet, doggonit, RJ’s life 
isn’t perfect. For RJ, a large 


penis is as much a curse as a 
blessing, as much a burden 
as an object of pride. 

As what could be de¬ 
scribed as The Wonder 
Years meets Boogie Nights, 
the 12-episode series pre¬ 
mieres Sunday at 11 p.m. 
EDT following The MTV 
Movie Awards. It focuses on 
RJ’s relatable misadventures 
in high school, as well as his 
relatable ambivalence about 
his manhood, however 


much the physical evidence 
might scream “case closed!” 

Hard Times bears a pass¬ 
ing resemblance to 
HBO’s Hung. In that 
drama series, 
which returns for 
its second season 
June 27, a finan¬ 
cially struggling 

family man and high 
school teacher becomes a 
male prostitute. 

But RJ, who is played with 


understated forbearance by 
Paul lacono, isn’t nearly so 
desperate. His struggles are 
more those of self-accep¬ 
tance and gaining accept¬ 
ance of his fellow teens. 

RJ is free to stew over 
such dilemmas in private 
until, in the premiere, the 
cat (so to speak) is out of the 
bag. In a wardrobe malfunc¬ 
tion during a basketball 
game, his secret is exposed 
to the whole student body. 

RJ’s nerdy, marginal pres¬ 
ence is instantly revised 
among all who behold him. 
From now on, it seems, he 
will be identified on cam¬ 
pus with a blend of envy, 
jeering and a bit of the yuclc 
factor. What might very 
well serve as an advantage 
is also likely to further 
stigmatize him. 

At heart, Hard 
Times tells the fa¬ 
miliar story of a lit¬ 
tle guy against the 
world. The message, 
delivered in provocative 
style: Size is what you make 
of it.

Savoury Chicken 
and Biscuits 

INGREDIENTS: 

500 g skinless boneless 
chicken breasts, cubed 
1 yellow onion, cut into 
chunks 

225 g mushrooms, 
quartered 

1 cup chicken broth 
3 cloves garlic, minced 

1 tsp rosemary 

1/4 tsp each salt and pep¬ 
per 

2 tbsp cornstarch mixed 
with 1/4 cup cold water 
1 cup peas 

1 jar sliced pimentos, 
drained 

BISCUITS: 

1/2 cup buttermilk 
1/2 tsp minced onion 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
1/4 tsp baking soda 
1/8 tsp salt 

3 tbsp butter 


then simmer, uncovered, 

3 minutes. Stir in 
cornstarch mixture. Cook 
2 minutes. Stir in peas and 
pimentos; set aside. 


2. For biscuits, combine 
buttermilk and minced 
onion; set aside. In large 
bowl, stir flour, baking 
powder, baking soda, and 
1/8 tsp salt. Using pastry 
blender, cut in butter until 
mixture resembles coarse 
crumbs. Stir in buttermilk 
mixture just until 
combined. 


3. Pat dough into 23-cm 
circle. Cut 9 biscuits with 
5-cm cutter. Bring chicken 
mixture to boil; transfer to 
2-L casserole. Arrange bis¬ 
cuits on top. Bake 20 min¬ 
utes or until biscuits are 
golden. 

SERVES 4 


METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). In large pot, com¬ 
bine chicken, onion 
chunks, mushrooms, 
broth, garlic, rosemary, 1/4 
tsp salt and pepper. Boil,
